Subject:— Export of Cotton Yarn from India. 

No. 4-ETC(PN)/75.—In supersession of Public Notice No. 17-ETC(PN)/74 dated 25tb 
April, 1974 laying down the export policy of cotton yarn, during April—December, 1974, 
it has been decided to allow exports of all types of cotton yarn with immediate effect to 
all destinations for shipment upto 31st December, 1975. 

2. All contracts for export of cotton yam shall be required to be registered with the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay. Shipments ot cotton yarn will 
be allowed by the Council only against such registered contracts. Authorisation for 
shipment will be endorsed on the shipping bills. 

3. In respect of shipment to U.K. the exporters shall prepare an extra copy of shipping 
bill. Prior to submitting the shipping documents to the Export Trade Control Authorities, 
the exporters shall submit the shipping documents to the authorised representative of 
the Texprocil for purpose of categorisation and extra copy of shipping bill shall be retain¬ 
ed by the Texprocil representatives The procedure for submission of export certificate as 
per prescribed profoma shall be 'as mentioned in Public Notice No. 6-ETC(PN)/74 dated 
11-1-1974, Further Customs authorities at the ports of Bombay, Calcutta, Madras and 
Cochin shall hand over on every Monday and Thursday all the export certificates pertain¬ 
ing to the consignments shipped during the earlier period, to the representative of Tex¬ 
procil stationed at the port along with a statement. In case, of nil exports a NIL report 
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should be furnished. Further, Export Control Authorities at the port of shipment shall be 
furnished to the Office of the Jt, Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay every 
week, a statement giving details of the quantity in kgs, passed for shipment, export licences, 
exporter's name and count of the consignments passed for shipment, who in turn shall 
forward a consolidated statement of shipments every week to the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council, Bombay. 

4. Tn respect of Austria, exporters shall prepare one extra copy of the shipping bill 
pertaining to such exports and a proforma invoice, which will be retained by the Export 
Control Authorities at the port of shipment at the time of debiting the licence or licensing 
endorsement and copies of such shipping bills and proform'a invoices shall be forwarded 
by the Export Control Authorities at different ports of shipment every week to Ihe 
office of the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, alongwith a state¬ 
ment giving details of quantity in kgs., export licence, exporters' name and category of 
the consignment passed by them, who in turn shall forward a consolidated statement of 
shipments every week to the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay. 

5. In respect of exports to Burma, Libya, Bangladesh, Ceylon and U.A.R. or any 
other country which may be included later, the business will be negotiated by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council or with the approval of the said Council. The Coun¬ 
cil may also fix minimum prices for export of cotton yarn to certain destinations in 
which case, the authorisation of shipping bills will be subject to the stipulated prices. 

6 . A non-refundable charge of Rs, 10 per 1000 pounds (454.4 kgs.) subject to a 
minimum of Rs. 10 will be charged by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council for 
the issue of authorisation. 

7. The shippers are required to submit to the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Coun¬ 
cil by 10th of every month the details of the shipments effected by them. 

8 . Any other terms and conditions laid down by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council nom time to time shall also apply.
